The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 132 Declarations 
of Kazuhiko Honda and Yoichi Ikematsu (received October 30, 2009) sufficiently show that one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would not expect the applied 
references of Honda (JP 2001-323355), Kyono (U.S. Patent 6,398,884) and Suzuki (JP 2000- 
29073) to be identical or substantially identical to the product required by pending claim 1 . 
Since there is no reasonable expectation that the articles produced by these applied prior art 
references would meet the limitations of pending claim 1, this claim is allowable.
